COLONEL AND MRS . McMILLAN 

A Brief Bio^phical Sketch-^Piogress of The Army Work in 
Australia^ The Voyage to Canada 






iHE earliest recollections of Colonel John 
McMillan, the new Chief Secretary for 
■ Canada East, are of The Army and Sal- 
vation Service. He was only eight years 
of -age when his parents became Officers, 
and shortly afterwards, he was duly installed as 
a "Litilc Soldier's Lieutenant^ 

EARLY SERVICE IN CATIADA 
The Colonel was born at Glasgow, Scotland, 
and converted at East Hartlepool, His Canadian 
Gcrvicc began at the Toronto Headquarters in 
1BS8, his parents at that time being in charge of 
Gait Corps, As a Cadet he served a term at the 
old Yorkvillc Training Garrison, aud was a 
member of the Household Troops Band. In the 
course of a few years he worked up 10 the posi- 
tion of Private Secretary to the Territorial Com- 
missioner, in which capacity — in 1896 — hq was 
transferred 'to Australia. 

Three years later„he was appointed the Secre- 
tary for the Colony of South Australia, and 
later became AssisLint Field Eecrclnry for the 
whole of Australia and New Zealand, 'which 
were then united in onc Territorial Command.- 
Evcntually he became- the Head of the Austra- 
h'an Field Dcparlmentf which position he has 

■ held for the Inst twelve years. 

Mrs, Colonel McMillan is Australian-boni,and 

' has done excellent service in i*arious capacities 
in her native land. She has been a Field Officer, 
Rescue Officer, Divisional Secretary, and Editress 
of "The Young Soldier." Latterly she has exer- 
cised an able supervision over the Home League 
ill Australia, of which she was National Secre- 
tary. She war married to the Colonel in 1901. " 

Diiriug the twenty years that Colonel McMil- 
lan has spent in Australia he has seen the work 
of The Army ffo forward with^astonisbing' rapid- 
ity, ond^ in speaking about it, he. grows enthusias- 
tic. Some idea may be had of the responsibilities 
falling On ihe Field Scerctary when we state that 
there arc no-less than 1,126 Corps and Outposts 
in Australia. The Auslralfan policy, he says, has 
been to develop the country districts, making 
each Corps a ocntrc from whence a number of 
Outposts can be worked. This is .really the only 
w-ay by which the scattered population of the - 
immense' backblock areas can be reached. 

A few years ago Commissioner Hay set on 
foot a ■ ■ comp rehcnsivc scheme for the ercc- 

'iionof small backblock Halls. Thefic are built 
rigiit in the bush, often in places where no 
other houses are in sight, and a visitor would 
wonder where the congregations eomc from. 
Whenever a Salvation Army Officer visits the 
locality, however, and announces a meeting, the 
people drive in from miles around. A flourishing^ 
Junior Corps, with an attendance of from forty 
to fifty, is also lo be found at some of these little 
places in the bush. 

This work necessarily involves much Iravelliiig 
On the part of. the Australian Field Officers, and 
oftentimes tests their resourcefulness. As many 
of the bush Corps are many miles from 
any railway, the Officers have to journey on foot, 
on horseback, by huggy, or cycle, as opportunity 
comes their way, 

SAVING YOUNG AUSTRALIANS 

Great steps forward have also been taken in 
developing the Young People's Work. Special 
Officers have been set apart to instruct the 
Young People's Local Officers in up-to-date 
methods of teaching and training children; the 
Primary Department has been introduced, and 
in many of the Corps the Sand Tray is in open- 
lion as a means of impressing Bible' truths on 
young, niinds. A stiong", effort: is now bcfnft 
made to piovide a separate HaVl for the Young 
People at as many Corps as possible:. 

A very -unique and interesting work for the 
benefit of young- Australia is also carried on in 
cur Children's Homcs.of which there ^tc ••even for 
hoyfi nnd eight for girls. About athotisand child- 
ren arc constBTitly under The Army's care in these 
InatstutJoiis, -uhich had their origin under inter- 
esting circumstances. In 1893 the Government 



of Victoria was faced with the undoubted fact . 
that the methods in existence at the State 
Reformatories had a hardening effect upon the 
children, especially the boys, ?nd the offer was 
made that by way of experiment, some of Ihe 
most recalcitrant should be taken in hand by 
The Salvation Army, The offer was readily 
accepted, and twenty of the worst boys that could 
be found in the State o£ Victoria were placed in 
our charge. The result was in everytvay grati- 
fying. The hoys are educated and taught useful 
occupations, such as agrieiiilHrc, dairying, fruit 
culture, and baking. The girls arc likewise in- 
structed in domestic work, sewing, cooking, and 
other things that tend (o make 'them useful to 
the community. Most of them turn out very 
well; numbers attaining lo positions of trust and 
responsibility. ^ 

The Eocia] Work has developed immensely of 
late years, alike in cffcclivcness, facilities, and 
scope. There arc seventy Institutions for men 
and women. The Metropole in Sydney, erected 
as a Memorial (O the late General, is probably 
the largest of its kind in the world. It has aecom- 
modallon for about seven hundred men. Owing 
to the fact, however, that the municipal authori^ 
lies have required this building, a new Metropol« 
is to be erected in the very heart of the city. It 
will be from eight to ten storeys high, and will 
contain a separate room for every man who 
lodges in it; thus doing away with the old dormi- 
tory system. There is also a large William Booth 
Memorial Home for men at Melbourne. The Mel- 
bourne Hospital has become one of the foremost 
Institniions in the city. 

A considerabiq Prison-Gatc Work is also- car- 
ried on, and several Army Officers have been 
appointed as regular Prison Chaplains. 

MINISTEKING TO THE TROOPS 

. In Northern Queensland a good work is in 
progress amongst the Kan.ikas, the coolies from 
the South Sea Islands who work on sugar planta^ 
lions. At two settlements the people themselves 
have Jiiiilt Halls and meetings arc regularly held 
there by Army Officers. One of the Settlements 
goes by the name of Salvation Flat; Wherever 
possible The Army tries to influence the abori- 
gines, and at Kalgoorlic wn have a home for 
black girls. . . 

Since the outbreak of the' war The Army has 
been well to the front In ministering to the 
Australian troops. 

^lany of our buildings have been dedicated 
to the use of the military, and in all State 
Centres a "Soldiers' Rest" has been opened. Here 
the men can get food and lodging, write letters, 
play games, etc., and that they appreciate these 
Rests is proved by the large number who patro- 
nize them. 

A number of Salvation Army Officers have 
been Appointed as Military Chaplaina to both 
the home and overseas forces. Lteut.-CoIonel 
MeXcnzic was with the Expeditionary Force 
which lEtnded at Gallipoli, and ministered to the 
needs of the men under the hottest fire.' The 
King has honoured him by bestowing upon him 
the Military Cross. Major Orames and- Captain 
Congdon arc also with the overseas forces now. 
In the Homeland are ten other Chaplains, the 
Senior Chaplain being Licut.-Colonel Knight, 
who holds the military rank of t^'oloncl. 

Five nurses have also been sent to nurse the 
wounded in miliUry hospitals, aud a Motor 
Ambulance Unit, with Salvation Army drivers, 
has been given by Salvationists- of the Common- 
wealth. Tour of the car*; ire at the front and the 
other two are at Melbourne and Svdnc>j where 
they arc used to convey returned ^^oundcd 
soldiers to ihc hObpitals 

On the whole, it may be said that the .work of 
The .'Vrmy is progressing mo«it wtisfactonty in 
the Lsiid, or the Southern Cro'iR, and that the 
nninher, yf Soidfcrs h consliutly increasing

that the Self-Denial contribution ' this year 
amounted to $198,000, the total population bcmg 
under five millions. 

Official recognition is no less generous. At 
a large gathering in Melbourne, recently, the 
High Commissioner for Auslralia'declared that 
in his opinion The Salvation Array had' placed 
civilization under a debt of gratitude. 

LONG AND INTEEEESTING VOYAGE 

The voyage of Colonel and Mrs. McMillan 
from Melbourne to Vancouver* occupied twcntj- 
four days. They came via New Zealand, slop- 
ping- off at Auckland for a nhort time. Here 
they were met by Lieut.- Colonel and Mrs. 
PowleyC their successors, hy the way), and fcikcn 
on a tour of inspection of The Army Institutions 
in the city. They were greatly impressed with 
the variety of Army operations here, consider- 
ing the sire of the town. Besides a thriving 
Corps workj there is a Rescue Home and Mater- 
nity Hospital, a Prison-Gate Home, a Work- 
man's Hotel, an up-to-date People's Palace, a 
Home for the children of soldiers killed in the 
war, and two fnstitutions for Inebriates, situated 
on islands in the bay. 

Their next place of call was the Fiji Islands^ 
Their appearance in the streets of Suva, the capi- 
tal, created much inlertst, and curious crowds 
followed them about everywhere. Shortly before 
Commissioner Hqdder, Territorial Commander 
of New Zealand, had visited Ihc place, with a 
view to investigating the possibilities for The 
Army commencing its work there, and some o£ 
the natives thought that Colonel and Mrs. Mc- 
Millan were the pioneer Officers, and asked ihcm 
when they were going to bring out the big drum. 

Another interesting place of call was Honolulu, 
in the Hawaiian Islands, Their arrival here ilso 
caused a flutter, for it seems that Ihic local SoI> 
diers were expectJnc a new Officer and his wife 
from the States. The Soldier who first CEJght 
sight of them, a Chinaman, hy the way, came 
rushing up with warm worrts of -welcome, danc- 
ing about excitedly, and calling out: "'Here ihcy 
are — here they arcE" 

He ^'\'as quite disappointed when he learned 
that they were not the expected Officers. He 
led them,- however, to the Metropole, where they 
met -Ensign Nielson, Later on they went out to 
the Manqa Children's Home, where thev met 
two former :C^nadian OfScers, in the persons of 
Adjutant Sabine and Captain Payne, -who re- 
quested the Colonel to con^'cy tlieii grcciings to 
all old Canadiau friends. 

The children at the Home sang some plaintive 
Hawaiian songs in honour of the Colonel's visits 
and the Girls* Band played very nicely. Before 
leaving Honolulu, the Colonel met a nnmbcr d£ 
Officers, the most cosmopolitan group one could ' 
find in any onc spot. The nationalities repre- 
sented included American, Korean, Japanese^ and 
Portuguese. 

At last they arrived at Victoria, where they 
were delighted to meet many old-time eomnides> 
including Brigadier and Mrs, McLean. The 
Colonel, at any rati, felt that his feet were ouce 
more on his native heath. They came slraight 
through to Toronto as quicMy as possible.

'*In conversing with him, I gath- 
ered that there are three objects he 
keeps very clearly in mind, an J 
makes all his ciTorts bend toward^ 
their accomplishment. In the first 
place, he realizes that the pnmarir 
object of any prison system is l** 
protect the public. Secondly, thf 
reformation of the prisoner must be 
aimed at. To keep a man at healthy. 
Open-air employment and teach him. 
something about fanning, lumber'^ 
ing, and building, is, he contends, x 
mueh better plan than Shutting hitrt 
up in a cell to brood over his mis- 
eries. It also keeps him-in ht condf 
lion to resume his ordinary avoca- 
tion when his period of 'detention i* 
over. He gratefnlly acknowlcdgeJ 
the help of The Salvation Army alsu 
tn the reforming process. 

"The third object he has constsnt- 
ly in mind js to relieve the public OC 
the burden of supporting the prison 
population of. the country, by mak- 
ing each institution self-sup porting^ 
To succeed in doing these things ar 
Burwash is his great ambition, ami 
I am Sure that we of The Salv.itiOH 
Army are right in line with him on . 
these points. " ,

It is hard ior even the houfcwifc 
of Inrgc cKpericnce to remember 
cscvclly the simple agents far" remov- 
ing stains.* Here is a list which will 
he found useful to hang In rhe 
laundry. 

Ink Stains— 'Soak in sour milk. If 
a dark.'5tain remains, rinse in a weak 
spliitioii of chlpfidcof Iinie. 
■ Bloodi: Stains— Soak in ^old salt 
water, then wash"* in warm wat?r 
with plentyof soap; afterwards bojL 

Grass Stains— Saturate tHi> gpbp

Iron Rust— Soak the siam tlior 
oughly with lemon juice, sprinkle 
with salt, and bleach for several 
hours in the sun, 

Mildew— Soak in z weak solution 
of chloride of bme for several hours. 
KInse in cold ^vater. . " ' 

Sewing-machine Oil Sia;ns— Rub 
iv-ith lard, let stand for several hours, 
then wash with cold ivaterand spapl 

Scorch Stains— Wet the scorched 
place, rub with soap, and bleach in 
the sun. 

Soot Stains— Rub the spot with 
dry cornmeal before sending lo the 
wash. 

Fruit Stains— Stretch ibc fabric 
cont.iining the stain over a basin, 
and pour boiling water on the siiin. 
If the stain has been fixed by timCf 
soak the article in a weak iolution 
of oxalic acid, or hold over die 
fumes of sulphur. 

Pitch, Wheel Grease. Tar Sialns— 
Soften the stains with lard, thea 
soak in turpentine. Scrnpc dIi the 
loose surface dirt, sponge wiih mr- 
pcntinc, and rub dry. 

Vaseline Stains — SatnnJc [lie £pot 
■with ether, and turn a Cup over it lo 
prevent evaporation until the stain 
is removed. Use the ether wilEi 
great care; it is highly inflammable 
and should not be used near a naked 
lamp or fire. 

Grease Spots— Hot water, atld 
soap generally remove these, U [ 
fixed by long standing, use ether, 
chloroform, or naphtha. All th«e 
must be uied away from the fire or 
artificial light. 

Varnish or Paint— H the stain is 
on a coarse fabric, dissolve by satur- 
ating with turpentine ; use alcohol i£ 
on a fine fabric. Sponge with chloro- 
form if a darkening is ich by the 
turpenltne. Be very cautious not to 
use cither the chloroform or turpen- 
tine where there Is lire or arllricial 
light. 

A Splendid FunUture Polish 

Procure one ounce of hccswax, 
j^ ox, Castile soap, one ptn^ of tur- 
pentine. Pare the foap and waj; very 
finely, place them i" a quart liotilc— 
a thoroughly clean otie— and pour 
the turpentine upon Ihcm- Set ths 
bottle aside for twenly-fnur hours; 
then thoroughly shake, so .is to as- 
sist in melting and mixing the cod' 
tents. Next day, thake it again in 
the same way, and afterwards fill up 
the bottle with water. Shake very 
thoroughly once more, and set (iside. 

Ne.\t day the liquid .shoiili! be of 
the consistency of a tlilckish creatn 
and ready for use. Fur oak, anl 
other dull-wood articks. a little lin- 
seed oil should be used. \ very small 
quantity should be appl'*"! ;ii a i'""' 
equally all over the |>iecc nf uimi- 
tiire with a flannel, and vignioii^ly 
ruWicd until the oil irf .ahsorlicd by 
the wood and lias Icfl no stickiness 
on the surface.

After a cup of tea I was soon at 
work inspecting ibc bookR. I tat by 
the window, through which, at inter- 
vals. I looked upon new and intcr- 
csLing sights,

Some eommotion arouses me, 3nd 
I" quickly catch sight of a strange 
procession, headed by the' Captam^ 
who marches in tbc Ijlainig <q"a- 
torial sun, bareheaded, coatless, and 
with slecvs rolled up, followed by 
,sorcmn-faetd natives beannEbottles 
of disinfectants and medicines. At 
the rear one native bore the Cap- 
tain's helmet and the other his coat 
M-iih a dignity becoming the bearers 
of sacred emblems of State borne in 
a royal coronation procession. They 
all looked and felt as though they 
had done ihcir duty in some great 
and solemn undertaking, T thought. 
And how near the Iruili were those 
meditations. 

It appears that sickness had sud- 
denly appeared in Bora very early 
tVt morning, and it was fearedthat 
is was cholera. There is.oiily one 
doctor— 5 miliiary doctor — for the 
whole of Paloc Valley, and he was 
several miles away, so the only per- 
son to whom these natives can turn 
to at such a crisis is The Salvation 
Array Ofiicer, and nobly do our de- 
voted band of comrades plunge into 
the conflict with disease and death 
in order that they may rescue the 
lives of their brown brothers, and 
later bring them to a saving know- 
ledge of the truth and eternal life. 

Thus.this Captain, with the small 
band of natives that accompanied 
him, attended to five cases, oi which 
two died almost before they could 
he put under treatment whilst he 
was there. 

In the meantime T heard tht tramp 
of a marching host without and 
caufe-ht the reflection of the sun from 
one hundred and fifty spears borne 
by the stalwart mounlain men, who 
had been on the march since the 
'previous evening. Each man was 
fully armed with sword, knife, and 
spear, and so. prond and war-like in 
bearing, thcv had come to hear the 
Gosp'el of Peace and to tpkc part in 
the great feast, spiritual and tem- 
poral, which was being prepared for 
them. 

The ground surrounding the Of- 
ficcr'.i Qu.nrtcrs has lately been laid 
oiif as a garden, so that when the 
rain comes a few flowers might be 
planted to hide Ihe nakedness of the 
l;ind. Our warriors utiHicd the soft- 
er earth of the prepared beds in 
-n-bicb lo implant their weapons. 
ihus making a veritable garden of 
spears, the Run reflecting (he Jilood- 
rcd points in sueli a manner as to 
vividly remind one that it is less than 
a dozen years since the whole coun- 
try-side was ruled by the power of 
their spears and swords, before the 
white man had conquered them with 
cannon and shot. 

First the headmen came solemnly 
into the house ^nd were introduced 
lo me by the Captain, and, after the 
inevitable palaver, they issued their 
instructions to their waiting follow- 
ers. Presently up stalked various 
members of this proud, stalwart 
mountain race bringing their ofifer- 
ings of fowls, eggs, sugar, pcpiier, 
tapiocai tropical fruits, including 
the ubiquitous banana and various 
kinds of vegetables, until there \vas 
quite a large mound of the necessi- 
ties of life given by these warm- 
hearted warriors. 

The time for the meeting draws 
near; our armed friends aseemble in 
their serried ranks and surround the 
Captain and myself. Away wc march 
to the sonorous tones and the mea- 
sured tread of our sturdy bodyguard 
to the trvsting place; there to be met 
by hundred* of Other natives lifting 
thcirvoices-Jn songs of our Redeeiu- 
' er'3 praise, . ' 

Who can' describe that meeting? 
Certainly i cannot do it justice I 
' TIic native Hall, built upon poles, 
was jammed — I felt the bamboo 
floor swa>]ng beneath us, the groupd 
hclow was jiacked with a swcatiivgt 
■Urli. 1 1* e-r;'r, n a-' f hiir-an t;.

On every side grvat crowds picistd 
nearer to hear the -Gospel news. Th» 
■ people from -the ■ suiirounding dis- 
tricts were gathered togetheredT— the 
various ch!e& sat on mats of honour 
' before -me; the singing was power- 
ful; the grunts of ' approbation (o 
the-Gospel truths, as they were made 
clear, were Overwhelming, while the 
moments of prayer were the only 
quiet intervals throughout the nights 
' 'At the final appeal as to who 
would become Christians," the whole 
of that migbty assembly— chiefs, 
mcn,_women, and children — rose as 
one, whitbt outside could be heard 
' the brandishing of weapons and the 
crash of arms as they joined in [he 
great shout, "We will follow Jesus!" 
"We will become Christians!" 

Words fail me to give any idea of 
the wonderful thrill that passed 
through my own soul — yea. thnt 
passed through every soul in that 
vast congregation at that memor- 
able moment. It reminded mc of 
the Biblictl account of that great 
shout that rose to Heaven from 
Mount Carmcl when the children of 
Israel cried out in answer tn the 
sacriBcial fire that full upon Elijah's 
altur and consumed the oFTcring: 
"The Lord He is God; the Lord He 
is GodE" 

The meciing closed. I retired lor 
a little refreshment. Great proces- 
sions, even in bipgcr numbers than 
in the morning, were bringing in 
dainties and refreshments from the 
town of Bora for the great feast to 
commemorate the occasion, and 
u'heH I returned to the scene of 
feasting, long and eloquent pr.iyers 
were being offered up to the Lord 
before a start was made upon ibe 
good things before them, TIk cus- 
tom here, apparently, was hrolhers 
first, as ihey ailaekcd the naiivc 
viands in relays; the sisters coming 
last. 

In the meantime the sisters, pro- 
bably having been wise enough lo 
get a little food before tlie ineeiin[;, 
(jathcrcd into groups in accordance 
with the different villages they repre- 
sented, singing the Salvation Songs 
they had sg recently learned — the 
volume of whieh was later iucrcnscd 
by the deeper tones of the lircchrcn 
as they finished thctr portion of ihe 
feast. First one group and then itii- 
othcr, In proper Welsh Eisleddml 
style, which gave full scope for na- 
tive idiosyncrasies in musie, ryilmi, 
sfyle,and poetry— it was enlmnciriK 
and the only thing likely to stir my 
btnod more, is to hear a great ctowA 
of Welshmen singing "Land oi My 
Fathers." 

1 returned home, engaged in some 
more inspection work, retired to 
rest, and through the long. loi^S 
night the gjentte tropical lirccics 
wnfted towards me the sound of 
many voices as of. distant waters. 
Later, I was told that they sang 
against each other until narty alter 
party fell asleep, and those compos- 
ing (he choir that fell asleep last 
were looked upon as the berocs oi 
the contest. 

Ne:et morning I witnessed the dis- 
tribution of the gifts— brought aS 
offerings to the Officers— amongst 
the poorer classes of the natives, ns 
the Officers retain very little for 
themselves. It will, of course, he 
understood that in such a tropical 
climate (this place heing only one 
degree from the equator) that fooii 
cannot be kept very long, and must 
vbc disposed of at once. 
' .Again this morning the Captain 
was called away immediately after 
^breakfast to fresh cholera cases, and 
did not return for a couple of hours. 
Tp the meanthnc, .Ensign Jens*n, 
from Sehidi {to which place I was 
due to go that day), arrived. News 
cir-; in tba' th^ TCl-il and Gov^

find out tbe nature of the outbreak, 
and as the usual -practice is to con^ 
-fine_ everybody for live days in quar- 
antine who are discovered in a 
cholera-sirickcn place, I feU it was

My work was done, so, upon the 
Captain's remni, T gave fiim his final 
instructions, pr.iyed with him, and, 
not wanting to go into quarantine 
and thus delay my return to Java, I 
mourned itiy steed, and as the afore- 
mentioned authorities' tt-ottcd in at 
one end of ihc place, the Ensipti 
and my.sclf were da.sbing out the 
otiicr end at full STjecd, eventually 
arriving at my desiinalion after a 
hot jonrney about two o'clock. 

My inspection work and meeting 
in the school in the .Scbidi di.sirict 
was much on ihc lines of thai al- 
ready dcaerihed, so I will only men- 
tion that at thiR place I found cvcry- 
Ihirtg ill splendid order. 

Now my lasfc in CelcbcR. is com- 
pleted, I inrii lowiirds my lioinc in 
Java oricc more.
